CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—Chief of Police 


Kipley today issued an order dis- 
charging from the force 434 police- 
men and appointing in their places a 
like number of members of the 
"Star League" democracy, ex-police- 
men who bad been discharged under 
the previous republican administra- 
tion. It is the biggest so-called 
'•general order" issued since ex- 
Chief Badenoch, republican, issued 
his famous order No. 13, in May, 
1895, discharging 587 men. Chief 
Kipley's order drops from the police 
rolls and retires on pensions three 
desk and one detective sergeant, and 
twenty patrolmen. Eight desk ser- 
geants and 396 patrolmen were dis- 
charged outright. 
Chief Kipley 


says the changes are made in order 
to pat the entire department under 
civil service. The men discharged, 
he said, owed their appointment to 
political influence. 


All the newly appointed officers 


have passed the civil service exami- 
nations. One notable feature of the 
order is that the four detectives who 
did the most conspicuous work on 
the Luetgert case are discharged. 
They are Detective Sergeant Walton 
Dean, who, it is alleged, found the 
gold rings in the famous middle vat 
of the sausage factory; and De- 
tectives George Lang, John Ceeder- 
burg and C. L. Griebenow.

valid indictment on a capital charge. 
In this state it has been specifically 
decided that if a jury in a capital 
case is discharged from inability to 
agree the prisoner may plead that 
fact in bar to another trial. 


t'nder this rule men charged with 


murder have escaped again and 
again through a jury's disagreement 
or some error which caused a mis- 
trial. Yet on the whole it ia be- 
lieved to be a beneficent rule which 
protects a man from being harried 
by repeated trials for the same 
offense. Better that some guilty 
ones should escape than that the in- 
nocent should be oppressed unduly 
and be compelled to make more 
than one defense to a capital charge.
